Town hears 
opposing views on 
tourist rental 
accommodations

Owners of cottage rentals 
at an information meeting 
at the community centre 
Monday were there to plead 
with the public not to gener¬ 
alize all owners of tourist 
rental accommodations. 

The hot button topic of 
vacation rentals drew a 
crowd of about 100 resi¬ 
dents, some opposed and 
some supporters of tourist 
accommodations that offer 
alternatives to hotels or bed 
and breakfasts. 

Those against cottage 
rentals all echoed the same 
concerns—poor manage¬ 
ment, too much noise and 
the lack of people to contact 
if and when something goes 
wrong. 

One cottage rental owner 
spoke of his clientele, which 
includes those who are 
older or families.

Stu Knox, say those 
who knew him, was a 
character. 

He was a character who 
loved his community, 
believed passionately in 
serving the community 
and making it the best it 
could be. 

He was a town politi¬ 
cian for many years, and 
although he left politics, 
he never lost interest in 
the political scene, says 
Regional Chair Gary 


Burroughs. 

"I knew him well 
enough to seek his advice 
on many occasions, and 
to listen to his advice and 
suggestions on many 
more occasions. He was 
quite a character, and 
that's what makes our 
community so great, the 
characters who care about 
it," said Burroughs. 

"It was hard watching 
him grow so frail. I'll miss 
him." 

Although Burroughs 
served on council before 
becoming a regional poli¬ 
tician, he was never a 
member of town council 
at the same time as Knox, 
who served in the 70s and 
80s. 

But long after he left 
council, he continued to 

and often offered his 
opinion. 


"I don't know if he was 
as direct when he was on 
council, but he certainly 
had his own view points. I 
didn't agree with them all, 
but his were always valid 
comments." 

Burroughs called Knox 
"a great educator" for the 
municipal politicians who 
came after him. 

"He would offer advice, 
often when you didn't 
even know you needed it. 
He would say, 'we tried 
that and it didn't work,' or 
"we never tried that, and 
this is why we didn't. He 
had been there and in 
many cases done that."

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Town considers giving $10,000 to air cadets to compensate for move 


Youth organiza¬ 
tion put money 
into former Virgil 
fire hall on the 
understanding that 
they would be staying

Scott Ruttan is hoping 
the Town will follow 
through with a $10,000 
grant to the Air Cadets, 
but he isn't in a hurry to 
spend it—he hopes it will 
help find the cadets a per¬ 
manent home. 

At a committee-of-the- 
whole meeting Monday, 


councillors agreed to a 
$10,000 one-time grant, 
which would be paid to 
The Royal Canadian Air 
Cadets, 809 Newark 
Squadron. 

The grant will be voted 
on by council during next 
Tuesday's meeting. 

Ruttan, of Squadron 
809, said the money is a 
reimbursement for the 
$10,000 the group put into 
the old fire hall for reno¬ 
vations, before being told 
after just a year that they 
would have to find a new 
home. They were able to 
stretch their stay at the 
Virgil firehall to two years, 
and this year have tempo¬ 
rarily relocated in the for¬ 


mer Virgil school. 

If council approves the 
grant the money will be 
set aside for the squad¬ 
ron's new permanent 
home, which Ruttan hope 
will be the Community 
Centre. 

Ruttan said that when 
the group moved into the 
old Virgil fire hall, located 
at 1607 Four Mile Creek 
Road, they were under the 
impression that they 
would be able to stay 

“The money was spent 
under the understanding 
that we would be able to 
remain upstairs in the fire 
hall,” said Ruttan. 

The Virgil School is 


also a temporary home to 
them, as there are current 
plans to either find a new 
use for the building or 
remove it from that site. 

"We’re not taking that 
$10,000 and putting it into 
the Virgil School," said 
Ruttan. “We’re going to 
put that money aside for 

The one-time grant was 
not included in the 
Discretionary Grant 
Application for 2012 and 

sideration during the 2012 
budget deliberations. 

In most cases, unex¬ 
pected expenditures are 
funded from savings 
achieved in other areas or 


reserves. The town staff 
has reviewed corporate 
expenses and determined 
that the grant can be off¬ 
set by savings achieved in 
other areas. 

In 2009, when the new 
Virgil Fire Hall was com¬ 
pleted, the old Virgil Fire 
Hall was then vacated by 
the fire department. It was 
in 2010, that the fire chief 
was approached by the 
Air Cadets about renting 
the old fire hall to hold 
their meetings. 

During the time of the 
agreement the Air Cadets 
paid $1 a year, but were 
also responsible for the 
utilities, which included 


heating, telephone, venti¬ 
lation, air-conditioning, 
water and electricity. 

In 2011, the Air Cadets 
were asked to vacate the 
old Virgil fire hall because 
the town would need the 
building for their own 
purposes. 

The Air Cadets 
explained to the town that 
they had put extensive 
work into the building 
and after meetings 
between the Lord Mayor, 
Deputy Lord Mayor and 
Air Cadet representatives, 
the staff felt a compensa¬ 
tion of $10,000 minus any 
outstanding costs be given 
to the Air Cadets for use at 
their new location.

When he challenged a 
decision that he didn't 
agree with, it was always 
from an educated point of 
view, said Burroughs, and 
always because of his love 
of his community.

Another cottage owner 
said that all of his custom¬ 
ers were met at the home, 
screened and given a con¬ 
tract to sign. 

Barbara Romanowich, 
who wants more controls 
on cottage rentals, includ¬ 
ing limiting them in resi¬ 
dential neighbourhoods, 
spoke at the meeting. 

"We only ask our town, 
the mayor and the coun¬ 
cillors to do the right and 
honourable thing for their 
permanent residents. I 
keep asking myself, 'Why 
should I, as a resident, 
even have to spend hours 
and hours meeting with 
residents, advocacy 
groups and councilors to 
convince them that the 
town is going down the 
wrong path for the major¬ 
ity of the residents and 

She suggested that the 
town permanently stop 
issuing cottage rental 
licenses to owners of 


neighbourhoods; to 
declare all existing cottage 
rentals in residential areas 
legal and non-conform¬ 
ing; to enact strict bylaws 
and licensing to protect 
neighbouring buildings; 
to provide more rigorous 
enforcement and moni¬ 
toring of cottage rentals; 
to establish strong penal¬ 
ties for cottage rental 
owners whose rental 
causes a disturbance in 
the community; to revoke 
licences of repeat offend¬ 
ers, not at the end of the 
season but when it hap¬ 
pens; and to raise the cost 
of license fees from $216 
every two years to an 
amount that would cover 
Town costs. 

Romanowich said she 
polled 400 residents about 
the concerns of rental cot¬ 
tages as well as contacted 
25 other towns. 

David Bell, treasurer of 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Bed & Breakfast 
Association, said that it’s 
unfair to punish good 
operators of cottage rent¬ 


als based on a few bad 

He believes that rental 
cottages and apartments 
play a valuable role in the 
community, as alterna¬ 
tives to the many tourists 

Bill Short, a resident of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, said 
he wishes his home was 
on Victoria rather than 
Simcoe Street. He said 
that he lives close to a 
poorly run rental that is 
home to heavy drinking, 
drugs and music into all 
hours of the night. 

There is no one to call 
because the town's bylaw 
officers work during the 
days and have most week¬ 
ends off, Short said. He 
believes calling the police 

Another suggestion 
brought forth from home- 
owners was to put a cap 
on the number of rooms 
allowed in rental cottag- 

But owners of the rent¬ 
als said this is not feasible 
due to the size of today’s 



families and the needs of 
visitors. One vacationer in 
attendance spoke of the 
fact that she has four chil¬ 
dren and often travels 
with her parents. She said 
a four-bedroom home 
simply wouldn’t be 
enough space for them. 

John Kinney, a rental 
owner, said that the num¬ 
ber of bedrooms isn’t an 
issue, it's the number of 
people allowed per home. 

"The number of rooms 
shouldn’t be a silver bul¬ 
let in this, it should be the 
number of people."

“Cottage rentals” 
means the commercial 
use of a purpose built sin¬ 
gle detached dwelling unit 
that may be rented for 
periods up to 28 days for 
use as temporary accom¬ 
modation and used as an 
occasional or seasonal 
residential dwelling for 
recreation, rest, or relax¬ 
ation by one household, 
but not occu¬ 
pied continu¬ 
ously as a prin¬ 
cipal residence.

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Virgil School site under review 



Councillors were 
given three proposed 
Urban Design 

Guidelines and devel¬ 
opment scenarios for 
the Virgil Elementary 
School site for council 
to review and consider 
Monday. 

Daniel Romanko, 
urban designer with 
Quartek Group Inc., 
gave a presentation at 
a committee-of-the- 
whole meeting. 

The first scenario is 
a mix of 14 single resi¬ 
dential units with 24 
townhouses and two 
semi-detached units. 
This would include 14 
singles fronting on 
Field and Four Mile 
Creek Road, internal 
looping road with 
entrances on Four Mile 
Creek Road only and 
ultimately the removal 
of the original 1872 


school house, leaving 
a small parkette to 
memorialize the 
school. 

The second scenar¬ 
io is a mix of 11 sin¬ 
gles, 24 townhouse 
units and two semi¬ 
detached units. 

This scenario would 
also see wide but shal¬ 
low singles along Four 
Mile Creek Road to 
reflect character of the 
established lot pattern 
across the road, singles 
along Field Road, 
internal looping road 
with entrances on Four 
Mile Creek Road only 
and the adaptive re¬ 
use of the original 
school building with a 
parkette. 

The third scenario 
incorporates the great¬ 
est mix of housing and 
high density. The con¬ 
figuration was made 
possible by the acqui¬ 
sition of an adjoining 
land-locked parcel to 


the east of the property 
to accommodate a 
three to four storey 
apartment building. 

This option would 
include a mix of 22 
apartments, 21 town- 
houses and 11 singles. 
The internal road 
would be onto both 
Field and Four Mile 
Creek Road. The 
school building would 
be re-used with par¬ 
kette. 

Following 
Romanko’s presenta¬ 
tion Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke said he would like 
to see bike lanes 
included in the plan as 
well as parking on one 
side of the road. He 
wanted to ensure that 
Romanko takes into 
consideration the fact 
that this is a very busy 
area of town. 

The Virgil School is 
believed to be one of 
the oldest schools in 
Canada. 


Awards looking for home 



It was recommend¬ 
ed that $7,000 be

I have been noticing 
the many flags about 
town this year, com¬ 
memorating the 200th 
anniversary of the WAR 
OF 1812, and although I 
enjoy the pride in which 
we take in this event, I 
must point out a very 
common mistake that 
many make with the eti¬ 
quette of displaying 
multiple flags at the 

When you fly an even 
number, most common¬ 
ly two flags the senior 
flag goes to the right of 
the object you are flying 
them from. For 
instance, if you put two 
flags on a lamp post, 
take the point of view of 
the post, not the observ¬ 
er. If the flags are flying 
over a road, stand in 
front of the post, looking 
at the road. Your right 
hand side is the right 
side to put the senior 
flag. 

When flying an odd 
number, most common¬ 
ly three, the senior flag 
goes in the center. From 
there the next senior flag 
is on the right of the 
object. If you are flying 
three flags from your 
house, The Canadian 
flag is in the center, and 
as you look out your 
front door the Union 
Jack or the stars and 
stripes will be to your 
right, and the 1812 ban¬ 
ner to your left.

Councillors not ready to approve draft noise bylaw

The residents of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
were given the opportu¬ 
nity to have their voices 
heard in regards to a 
new bylaw to regulate 

The public was also 
given the opportunity to 
give their input on the 
type of noise that needs 
to be controlled. 

Back in February 2011 
staff made a presenta¬ 


tion to councillors which 
included descriptions of 
qualitative and quanti¬ 
tative methods of noise 
bylaw enforcement. 

A questionnaire was 
given to councillors ask¬ 
ing what types of noise 
required control and 
enforcement. 

At Monday's meeting 
councillors heard from a 
variety of community 
members, including res¬ 
idents and business 
owners in regard to the 
draft bylaw. 

The current bylaw, 
which has a noise cut off 
from 10 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
creates a problem for 
Virgil wedding planner 
Jessica Bell. She said the 
10 p.m. curfew has had a 
negative impact on her 
business.

“Eleven p.m. would 
be more acceptable. 
Anything later would 
need an exception,” she 
said. 

Typically weddings 
run late with speeches 
and dancing. 

Among the business 
owners in attendance 
there was a general 
agreement that the 10 
p.m. curfew wouldn't 
work well for their busi¬ 
nesses. 

In addition most of 
the public believes the 
noise cutoff is 11 
p.m.already, although it 


is actually 10 p.m., coun¬ 
cillors were told. 

Community members 
are concerned with the 
amount of noise coming 
from concerts, various 
events and rental cot¬ 
tages. 

Most residents who 
commented said they 
prefer a 10 p.m. curfew, 
and that regulation of 
electronic devices such 
as lousdpeakers, stereo 
systems and radios be 
included in the bylaw. 

Councillor Martin 
Mazza showed concern 
with the difficulty in 
enforcing some of the 
items that the bylaw was 
outlining, such as only 
allowing a certain num¬ 
ber of events annually. 

“We can have all the 
rules we want, hut if no 
one is enforcing them, 
it’s a waste of time,” said 
Mazza. 

Currently, most com¬ 
plaints are directed to 
the Niagara Regional 
Police, however, they 
may not always be able 
to attend a noise com- 

Suggestions were 
given to have staff mem¬ 
bers work later hours 


and on weekends to 
help enforce the bylaw, 
but Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke was concerned for 
the safety of the staff 
members having to go 
out at all hours of the 
night to issue tickets. 

Another idea was to 
hire a part-time worker 
who could cover week¬ 
ends, perhaps a student 
in Niagara College’s 
policing program. 

The draft bylaw states 
that every person who 
contravenes any provi¬ 
sion of the bylaw is 
guilty of an offence and 
on conviction, is liable 
to a fine of not less than 
$350. 

Local wineries were 
discussed at great length 
because they depend on 
weddings, socials, con¬ 
certs, events and music 
to draw in business. 

Mazza assured the 
local wineries that they 
weren’t being targeted 
with this bylaw. 

Another issue with 
the bylaw was the Grant 
of Exemptions, which 
would allow any person 
to submit an application 
to council to be granted 
an exemption from any 



of the provisions of the 

Mazza said he felt like 
the bylaw wasn’t ready 
yet and needed to be 
taken back to the 
Community and 
Development Advisory 
Committee to be mas¬ 
saged and reworked. 

Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote suggested that 
they hear from a profes¬ 
sional in regard to deci¬ 
bels. 

The bylaw will be 
reviewed over the week 
and brought back to 
council next Tuesday.

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Help with stress, anxiety just a call away

Like every community, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
residents who suffer from 
anxiety, depression, stress, 
grief or other mental health 
problems. 

And fortunately, help can 
be found right here in town. 

The NOTL Family Health 
Team has three mental 
health nurses on staff, two 
full-time and one part-time, 
who can offer counselling 
for those who need it. They 
will also develop a plan of 
care for patients whose 
mental health problems are 
affecting their relationships, 
work and quality of life. 

The mental health team 
also includes a social work¬ 
er, a part-time adult psychi¬ 
atrist and a child and ado¬ 


lescent psychiatrist. 

But those who find their 
lives are being impacted by 
mental health issues such as 
anxiety, stress and even 
overeating, can often be bet¬ 
ter supported through group 
counselling, says mental 
health nurse Anne 
Smithson. 

This fall, three support 
groups will begin meeting 
for patients of the NOTL 
Family Health Team: cogni¬ 
tive behavioural therapy for 
anxiety disorders; help with 
changing attitudes toward 
food; and coping with health 
conditions. 

The groups are not 
large—10 to 12 people per 
group is optimum, says 
Smithson, and each group 
ends up with a different 
dynamic, depending on the 
participants. 

The interaction between 


clients in support groups, as 
compared to individual 
counselling, provides reas¬ 
surance for those who hear 
from others who are having 


"It can be very helpful to 
know you are not alone," 
she says. "It helps to hear 
from others who feel the 

Some are apprehensive 
about a group setting, but 
usually by the second or 
third session they start to 
feel comfortable, and find a 
connection to each other, 
she says. 

The sessions are held 
twice a year, spring and fall, 
and will begin this month as 
soon as enough people have 
signed up. 

The cognitive behavioral 
therapy group helps clients 
who are suffering from a 
variety of problems, each 


unique to them, that cause a 
level of anxiety that affects 
their functioning, says 
Smithson 

It is designed to provide 
the tools to identify and 
solve problems to reduce 
the level of anxiety, and to 
change negative thinking 
patterns which affect behav- 

Anxiety usually stems 
from uncertainty, says 
Smithson. 

one worrying about a "what 
if" scenario in a negative 
sense that leads to a chain of 
worries—as an example, 
Smithson says, someone 
might think 'what if I lose 
my job,' and that leads to 
'what if I can't pay my bills, 
what if I lose my house, my 
wife...' 

None of that has actually

Cognitive behaviour 
therapy can help turn that 
negativity around and intro¬ 
duce a balance of positive 
thoughts, Smithson says. 

"It can teach us to iden¬ 
tify our negative thoughts 
and learn ways to make 
changes in our thought pat- 

The support group deal¬ 
ing with food works on the 
same principles, she says. 

It's called Craving 
Change: A how-to Guide for 


with Food—but it's definite¬ 
ly not a diet. 

Instead it uses cognitive 
behaviour to help people 
see the connection between 
their thoughts, feelings, 
actions and the food they 
eat. 

"For example, it looks at 
our celebrations and how 
they revolve around food, 
how we aren't happy unless 
people are eating, how we've 
been conditioned to view 
food in ways that aren't 
always healthy for us." 

The third support group 
deals with people who have 
health conditions, how to 
cope with them and handle 
stress that results from 

A health problem that is 
causing pain or other physi¬ 
cal symptoms and limiting 
day to day activities can 
cause health stress, and 


reduce a patient's enjoy¬ 
ment of life, says Smithson. 

The support group can 
help teach ways to adapt to 
life changes caused by 
health problems—for exam¬ 
ple, arthritis or MS are 
chronic diseases that can be 
life-changing, but learning 
coping skills and maintain¬ 
ing a positive attitude can 
reduce the negative impacts 
such illnesses can cause. 

There is no need for a 
referral to join these groups, 
but they are restricted to 
members of the NOTL 
Family Health Team. 

Next Wednesday is World 
MentalHealthDay, designed 
to raise public awareness 
about mental health issues. 
The day promotes open dis¬ 
cussion of mental disorders, 
and investments in preven¬ 
tion, promotion and treat- 

Twenty per cent of 
Canadians will have a men¬ 
tal health issue at some 
point in their lives—and 
mental health problems 
affect relationships, work 
and quality of life. 

Common reasons to see 
a mental health professional 
include depression, anxiety, 
stress management, alcohol 
and drug problems and 
grief.

The big bicentennial 
weekend celebration for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake is 
coming up, and volunteers 
are needed to ensure it runs 
smoothly. 

The celebrations begin 
Friday, Oct. 12, but help is 
required beginning the 
afternoon of Wednesday, 
Oct. 10, with the set-up of 
tents inside Fort George. 

Several hundred ele¬ 
mentary school children 
are expected at Queenston 
Heights on Friday, Oct. 12, 
for the educational events 
the Friends of Fort George 
will be hosting commemo¬ 
rating the 200th anniversa¬ 
ry of the Battle of Queenston 
Heights. The day includes 
guided tours of the battle 
site by costumed interpret¬ 
ers and historical demon¬ 
strations for school classes 
that have already pre¬ 
booked attendance. 
Volunteers are needed for 
that day as well. 

Saturday, Oct. 13, is 
when the real work begins, 


to help stage the renact- 
ment of the Battle of 
Queenston Heights. 

There is no charge for 
admission, and no way to

Brock coat coming to museum 


travel from the Canadian 
War Museum in Ottawa 
to be on display at the 
Niagara Historical 
Museum during the anni¬ 
versary of The Batde of 
Queenston Heights. 

On Oct. 13, 1812, US 
troops crossed the 
Niagara River in an 
attempt to invade Upper 
Canada. Major General 
Brock led British and 
Canadian soldiers in a 
counter attack up the 
heights at Queenston to 
repel the invading force. 

In the midst of the 
charge, Brock was spot¬ 
ted by an enemy soldier 
and was shot and killed 
by a single musket ball to 
the chest. 

The coat he wore on 
that fateful morning is

If at first you don't suc¬ 
ceed, try again. 

That was what MPP Kim 
Craitor said to Ethan 
Seaver, then a Grade 7 stu¬ 
dent at Crossroads Public 
School, and it turned out to 
be good advice for the 
young man who really 
wanted to be a page at 
Queen's Park. 

Seaver says he was in 
Grade 5 at Virgil Public 
School when he heard 
Craitor speak about poli¬ 
tics and service to your 
community, and learned 
about the page program. 

He decided then it was 
something he wanted to 
do, and applied as soon as 
he was old enough, hoping 
to earn a place in the 2011 
program, but wasn't suc- 


opportunities for students 
from Grade 7 and 8. 

This time, the result was 
an invitation to take part in 
the page program that 
began in September, and 
Seaver is just finishing up 
the session that began a 
little early, when the pro¬ 
vincial parliament was 
convened ahead of sched¬ 
ule for a vote that would 
send teachers back to work 
for the fall term. 

The 13-year-old from 
Virgil had his first day in 
Grade 8 at Crossroads, then 
headed to Toronto, where 
he has been keeping up 
with his school work dur¬ 
ing breaks in sessions of 
parliament. 

To qualify to be a page, 
students have to have an 80 
per cent average or higher 
in school, must be involved 
in their school or in their 
community, have an inter¬ 
est in current events and 
get along well with other 
students and adults. 


Seaver also has a family 
background in politics— 
his grandfather, David 
Tsubouchi, was a member 
of provincial parliament 
from 1995 until 2003, and 
during those years served 
as a cabinet minister and 
solicitor-general. 

Seaver is one of a group 
of 10 pages who has a 
teacher to work with them 
in the afternoons that par¬ 
liament wraps up early, he 

the basement of Queen's 
Park where they head any 

and where they can work 
on their math and other 
homework. 

His job has been to be in 
the legislature during ques¬ 
tion period and routine 
proceedings, such as the 
reading of private mem¬ 
bers' bills, and although he 
studied the names and 
faces of the MPPS from the 
time he was notified that 
he was accepted in July, he 
says the first few days, mis¬ 
takes are common. 

And to make it more 
confusing, the premier

Seaver will be home at 
the end of the week, his 
session finished, and the 
time went by way too 
quickly, he says. 

He believes taking part 
in the page program has 
helped him develop self- 
confidence, and 
make a group of 
friends with like 
interests that he 

touch with, 
although they will

He'll be back at school- 
next week, and although 
he is looking forward to 
seeing his friends, he will 
miss the legislature, and 
wishes he could stay lon¬ 
ger.

Firefighter recruits always welcome 


> NOTL force 
well-staffed but 
it's important 
to have trained 
auxiliaries 

Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
a strong corps of volunteer 
firefighters who help to keep 
the men, women and chil¬ 
dren of our community safe. 

The number of firefighters 
covering our five stations is 
mandated by council, and is 
set at 110 volunteers—that's 
the level the Town has been 
operating at for years. 

But although the Town has 
a full compliment of fire¬ 
fighters, each year a few are 
lost to attrition—senior fire¬ 
fighters retire, some move to 
other communities, and 
some just go away for the 
winter months and need to 
be replaced, explains Fire 
Chief Alex Burbidge. 

Last year, as an example, 
the department lost just 
three of its volunteers for 
various reasons. 

"We're not short of fire¬ 
fighters, " says ChiefBurbidge, 
"but it's always good to have 
some auxiliaries when we 
have openings." 

TheNOTLFireDepartment 
always has a few auxiliary 
members. They are men and 
women who have joined the 


department, and have com¬ 
pleted their training and are 
waiting for an opening to 
become a full-time volun¬ 
teer, or are in the process of 
training, says Chief 
Burbidge. 

Volunteers train in CPR, 
rapid intervention team 
drills, and in use of the self- 
contained breathing appara¬ 
tus, or air packs, firefighters 

Auxiliary members attend 
fires and emergency situa¬ 
tions as observers and are 
there to help, and when 
training is completed can do 
everything a fully-trained 
firefighter can do, but they're 
not there to actively fight a 
fire, explains Chief 
Burbidge. 

In other words, he wouldn't 
turn to an auxiliary member 
and ask them to enter a 
burning building. 

But when a volunteer steps 
down and provides an open¬ 
ing for another full-time fire¬ 
fighter, it's great to have a 
trained auxiliary member 
ready to step in, says Chief 
Burbidge. 

It's comparable to an 
apprenticeship, he explains. 

But few apprentice to a 
position that requires such 
selfless volunteerism, and 
that involves training for a 
position that can put your 
life on the line. 


It can involve a large time 
commitment, training at 
least one night a week, and 
sometimes additional time 
and training for specialty 
response teams. 

Volunteer firefighters can 
be called away from work or 
from home, any time of day 
or night — they must have 
supportive employers and 
family members. 

Find out how you c 
serve your community a;

Application forms 
are available weekdays, from 
8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., at the 
town hall in Virgil.

All drivers in Ontario 
are familiar with the red 
lights and sirens that are 
in use on the emergency 
vehicles and drivers are 
required by law to pull to 
the right and stop. 

The use of the green 
lights is authorized by the 
Highway Traffic Act and is 


intended to identify a vol¬ 
unteer firefighter who is 
responding to an emer¬ 
gency situation. 

When you see a vehicle 
approaching or behind 
you with the green flash¬ 
ing light activated please 
pull over and let them 
pass, just as you would for 
a red flashing light and

Matt Dietsch still has a 
hard time talking about the 
emotional roller coaster he 
and his wife Kristen experi¬ 
enced following the birth of 
their son Dylan, almost two 
years ago. 

He relived it somewhat 
last week, when he and his 
brother Paul, co-owners of 
The Sandtrap Pub and Grill, 
presented a cheque to the 
Niagara Peninsula Children's 
Centre and to the Hamilton 
Ronald McDonald House. 

Those are two causes 
close to his heart, and in his 
mind forever intertwined, 
since they have come to rep¬ 
resent the positive elements 
during a very difficult time. 

Kristen had a healthy 
pregnancy and delivery, and 
the proud new parents had 
no reason to expect prob¬ 
lems, yet Matt said they were 
not completely shocked to 
hear that their son had health 


complications. When he was 
bom, he was quickly whisked 
away. Kristen was exhaust¬ 
ed—they had arrived at the 
hospital early in the morn¬ 
ing, and Dylan hadn't arrived 
until after midnight—and 
Matt said although it seemed 
strange that they didn't have 
an opportunity to spend time 
with theirnewbom, he wasn't 
sure that in the circumstanc¬ 
es that wasn't normal. 

But after a few hours' rest, 
they were told that Dylan 
needed to be transported to 
the McMaster Children's 
Hospital, where he would 
end up spending the first 
three weeks of his life. 

At first, Matt and Kristen 
stayed at a hotel in Hamilton, 
provided by Matt's employer 
at the time, then began driv¬ 
ing back and forth from the 
hospital, spending as much 
time as they could with their 

They had been told about 
the Ronald McDonald House, 
but it had only 15 beds and a 
waiting list. However, once 


there was room for them, 
they ended up staying there 
for about two weeks. 

It was such a relief, says 
Matt, at the end of the long, 
tiring and emotionally drain¬ 
ing days, not to have to worry 
about where they were stay¬ 
ing or the drive home. And 
always, when they returned 
to the house, there was emo¬ 
tional support for them if 
needed, and always a hot, 
comforting meal waiting for 

Although McDonald's 
restaurants help raise money 
for the houses that are locat¬ 
ed across Canada close to 
children's hospitals, the 
homes away from home 
depend on donations from 
individuals and corporations 
to cover 80 per cent of their 
costs. The Hamilton house 
has recently expanded, now 
offering a 40-bedroom house 
that reopened this spring, so 
parents won't end up on a 
waiting list for a room. 

After Matt and Kristen's 
experience, it wasn't difficult

for the Dietsch brothers to 
decide that Sandtrap's first 
annual golf tournament 
would raise funds to help the 
Ronald McDonald House. 

And since Dylan and his 
parents have since been 
aided by the Niagara 
Peninsula Children's 
Centre—not an unusual 
result for young ones whose 
lives have started out with 
complications—Paul and 
Matt agreed that the pro¬ 
ceeds would be split between 
the two organizations. 

Matt said he so many 
good news stories from fami¬ 
lies whose kids have been 
helped by the children's cen¬ 


tre—they start off with a dif¬ 
ficult diagnosis that raises 
questions about a baby's 
fiiture, the "it's possible your 
child will never . . ." words 
that parents dread to hear, 
but with staff teaming togeth¬ 
er to help, the outcome often 
far surpasses what parents 
were led to expect. 

"It brings tears to your 
eyes to hear some of the sto¬ 
ries, like the parents who 
were told their daughter 
would never feed herself, 
and with help from the chil¬ 
dren's centre, she graduated 
from Brock University and 
now she's a chartered 
accountant," says Matt.

"The staff there is so 
amazing, so awesome.

Dylan has been receiving 
some physio and occupa¬ 
tional therapy at the centre, 
and Matt and Kristen were 
given tips on how to make 
the most of play time with 
him to help him reach his full 
potential. 

"They really care for each 
and every child. You can see 
by the way they treat the kids 
- it's not just a job to them, 
they really care." 

Butthe programs wouldn't 
exist, or at best would have 
long waiting lists, without 
donations, often from fami¬ 
lies who have first-hand 
experience with the work the 

Matt hopes Dylan won't 
continue to require treat¬ 
ment—at Dylan's young age 
it's difficult to know what to 
expect, he says—but it's reas¬ 
suring to know that if he 
needs help, it will be there for

Wine Oscars replaced as Cuvee organizers adopts new format

A marquee regional 
fundraiser known infor¬ 
mally as Ontario’s Wine 
Oscars is being rejigged for 
its 25th year. 

At the 2013 Cuvee Gala

Why, in 1974, didn’t 
authorities learn from this 
terrible tragedy? 

A three-year-old 
Brooklyn boy, during his 
first dental checkup, had 
fluoride paste applied to 
his teeth. He was then 
handed a glass of water, 
but the hygienist failed to 
inform him to swish the 
solution around in his 
mouth, and then spit it 
out. Instead, he drank the 
water, and a few hours 
later he was dead from 
fluoride poisoning. 

Fluoride is an acute 
toxin with a rating higher 
than lead. 

I was severely criticized 
by dentists when I issued 
a warning about fluoride 
five years ago. Now, a 
report from the Harvard

School of Public Health 
(HSPH), says that the use 
of fluoride causes a 
decrease in children’s

Anna Choi, at the 
HSPH, reports in the jour¬ 
nal, Environmental Health 
Perspectives, a study 
involving children from 
two nearby communities. 

Researchers discovered 
that children in the low 
fluoride area had a 28 per¬ 
cent chance of being nor¬ 
mal, bright, or of high 
intelligence. In the high 
fluoride area the figure 
was eight percent. They 


also found that in the low 
fluoride community six 
percent of children suf¬ 
fered from mental retar¬ 
dation compared to 15 
percent in the high fluo¬ 
ride community. 

The HSPH says that 
there are now 23 human 
and 100 animal studies 
that link the use of fluo¬ 
ride water to brain dam- 

These findings show an 
increase of aluminum and 
beta amyloid plaque in 
the brain, both associated 
with Alzheimer's disease. 
There’s also a decrease in 
acetylcholine receptors, 
which help to transmit 
nerve messages. These 
changes could have an 
adverse effect on a child’s 
neurodevelopment. 

The sole argument 
favouring fluoridation is 
that it reduces tooth 
decay. But several stud¬ 
ies, involving as many as 
480,000 children, found 
no beneficial evidence 
between fluoridated and 
non-fluoridated commu- 


In fact, one study 
showed tooth decay was 
greater in the fluoridated 

Moreover, dental 
health in Europe has 
improved since 1970 with¬ 
out fluoridation. 

So why the U.S. and 
Canada continue to add a 
toxic element to our 
drinking water is hard to 
fathom. After all, 98 per¬ 
cent of Europe is fluoride- 
free. Sweden, Germany, 
Norway, Holland, 
Denmark and France 
stopped using fluorida¬ 
tion 30 years ago. These 
countries are hardly back¬ 
ward nations. 

In 1980 a New Zealand 
dentist, an ardent sup¬ 
porter of fluoride therapy, 
was sent by the govern¬ 
ment on a tour to study 
fluoridation. He returned 
an outspoken critic of the 
treatment. 

Later, in 1999, Dr. 
Hardy Limeback, 
Professor of Dentistry at 
the University of Toronto, 
and former supporter of 
fluoridation, reported that 


fluoride may be destroy¬ 
ing our bones, teeth and 
overall health. 

He claimed that chil¬ 
dren under three should 
never use fluoride tooth¬ 
paste, drink fluoride water 
and mothers should never 
use tap water to prepare 
baby formula. Fluoride 
passes through the pla¬ 
cental barrier, so it could 
cause problems in the 
developing brain. 

Most parents are not 
aware of dental fluorosis, 
a discolouring of teeth 
due to excess fluoride. In 
1940 this mottling of teeth 
occurred in 10 percent of 
children’s teeth. Today, in 
some areas, it’s as high as 
55 percent. One reason, 
children’s toothpaste 
tastes good, and they 
swallow too much of it. 

I’m not alone in think¬ 
ing there is no convincing 
evidence that water 
should contain 1.5 parts 
per million (ppm) fluo¬ 
ride, when our bodies 
have no use for it, and 
when the risk is greater 
than the benefit. 


Toothpaste has up to 1,500 
ppm and treatment in a 
dentist’s office a whop¬ 
ping 10,000 to 20,000 
ppm. 

I believe it’s dangerous 
for health authorities to 
brush aside the Harvard 
study. So-called experts 
are not always right. As 
Carl Sagan, the noted 
astronomer remarked, 
when discussing authori¬ 
tarian judgments, 
“Arguments from authori¬ 
ties do not count. Too 
many authorities have 
been mistaken too often.” 
I say amen to that. 

This is just my opinion 
about fluoridation and 
since I’m not related to 
the Almighty, I could be 
wrong. But it appears that 
since the three-year-old 
boy died, experts contin¬ 
ue to ignore the dangers. 

For me, I’ve learned 
one thing. To be prepared 
for criticism that invari¬ 
ably descends on me 
about this issue.
